FIGHTING IX .MINDANAO. 


The trouble in Mindanao, includ- 


ing the killing of fifty Moros at Lake 
Lana'o by the Philippine constabu- 
lary, is a reminder of the) too often 
forgotten fact 
that our 
thousand 


islands on the 
other side 
of 
thfe 


world are aot Inhabited by a tingle 
race of people. The so-called outlaws 
who were killed were Moros In Insur- 
rection, 
not 
against 
the 
Unlteo 


States, but against the native con- 
stabulary composed of hated Fili- 
pinos. The Lanao Moros, like their 
kindred in the 
Sulu 
Archipelago. 


submitted to 
American 
authority 


only after several years of fighting 
during the first decade of this cen- 
tury. They are Mohammedans untl 
have other traditions apart from thb 
Filipinos to which they ere passion- 
ately devoted. After their surrender, 
the Americans won their 
confidence 


partly by agreeing that the despised 
Filipinos would never be placed ovei 
them In any capacity. 


It seems that thb promise, per 


haps too lightly regarded in the 
first place, has not been 
kept, and 


the consequences are serious. The 
Moros may have no great love for 
Americans, but they can tolerate 
them, winie their attitude toward tht 
Filipinos is similar to that 
of

typical bull toward a red rag. So 
great is their hatred for th« more 
numerous tribe of Luzon that they 
denounce the latter's movement for 
independence and desire a continua- 
tion of American rule as preferable 
!o the domination of the largest ana 
most 
advanced 
Island race 
The 


Moros have repeatedly asked that 
only American Midlers toe sent !<• 
Mindanao, but this has proved In- 
convenient, and the 
continued em- 


ployment of the Flllpinltcd constab- 
ulary to patrol the Moro country 
Anally resulted In the intermittent 
warfare that has been Colng on for a 
.rcJr 1'PJ.t The warring element of 
the Moros can be sappreaaed, bu 
auder the clrcamtuaccs real peac 
teems to be problematical. 


Previous to, and during the war, 


It was the rule to reject a candidate 
for Insurance, or a recruit for over- 
seas service, who hud any valvular 
trouble with the heart.

seventy-five per cent of the 


heart cases where actual damage has 
been done, showed that the heart 
and therefore the lungs had to do 
about 40 per cent more work than 
would a normal person of the same 
site and weight. 


This was in doing the ordinary 


work with the body at rest, and no 
digestion underway. 


You can readily see that when the 


machine itself, and the method of 
preparation of the patient are per* 
'ectcd, that the actual extra work a 
damaged heart
